Knew Pilots Involved 
Faubus did not say who recruit- 
ed the pilots. He said he knew at 
the time of the invasion that Ar­ 
kansas Air Guard pilots were in­ 
volved. but could say nothing at 
the time. 
‘‘These patriotic Americans we 


still have some patriotism a n d 
got some volunteers among the 
National Guard.” 
He said there were a dozen 
Arkansas guard pilots based in 
Nicaragua, some of whom flew 
combat missions in the invasion. 
He said the pilots were sworn 
to secrecy, lest their part in the 
action jeopardize their military 
careers. If the Kennedy admin­ 
istration did not intend to sup­ 
port the invasion. Faubus said, 
the pilots “shouldn't have been 
sent in.”

$363.80 to the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture since the m o l d y 
butter was caused by ’’negligence 
in properly utilizing and storing 
the donated surplus foods.” 


“Scrap Value” $9$ 


The butter, in turn, was sold 
to a rendering company with the 
money retained in the school dis­ 
trict’s cafeteria account to be 
used in the school lunch program 
operation. 


However, the school district re­ 
portedly received only a portion 
of the money in return. The 
“scrap value” was believed to be 
about $30. 


Decker’s letter stated that the 
cases of mold-crusted butter were 
found in the frozen food locker

VATICAN CITY (U PD -A pro­ 
fessed atheist, Soviet Communist 
editor Alexei Adzhubei, met Pope 
John XXIII, head of the Roman 
Catholic Church, today—and the 
atheist 
came 
away 
impressed 
and “very moved.” 
Adzhubei, son-in-law of Soviet 
Premier Nikita Khrushchev, first 
attended a mass audience in the 
Vatican’s throne room as “just 
another newsman.” Then, at its 
end, he was ushered into a pri­ 
vate room for an 11-minute spe 
cial audience, an unprecedented 
meeting bet\ een a member of a 
ruling Soviet leader's family and 
the Roman pontiff. 
Adzhubei’s wife Rada. Khrush­ 
chev’s 
daughter, 
accompanied 
him to the history-making audi 
ences. 
When the Pope finished his 
speech at the general audience 
held to mark his acceptance of 
the Balian Foundation’s peace 
prize, Adzhubei bowed his head in 
a reverential gesture as the pon­ 
tiff bestowed his blessing on the 
throng. 
Then, when he was ushered into 
the papal library for the special 
audience, a high Vatican official 
said Adzhubei bowed deeply 
the Pope. 
Adzhubei is editor of the Soviet 
government 
newspaper 
Izvestia 
and a member of the Communist 
party hierarchy. 
The rest of the press was 
ushered out at the end of the 
mass audience and Adzhubei was 
joined by his wife Rada. Khru 
shchev’s daughter, for the private 
meeting with Pope John. 
This was the first such face-to- 
face meeting between a Roman 
Catholic Pope and a high Com­ 
munist official from the Soviet 
Union.

Rap Test Ban 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Two 
government scientists testified to­ 
day that Russia could conduct 
further 
underground 
weapons 
tests without fear of detection un. 
der proposals pending at the Ge­ 
neva test-ban negotiations. 
The scientists, appearing before 
the Congressional Atomic Energy 
Committee, differed on the size of 
tests which could go undetected. 
The President, in defining the 
U.S. position at Geneva, said the 
United States would not accept a 
test-ban treaty which would per­ 
mit Russia to conduct a test se­ 
ries without being detected. 
The scientists testifying today 
were Dr. J. P. Ruina, director of 
the Pentagon’s advanced research 
projects agency, and Dr. Carl F. 
Romney, seismologist for the Air 
Force technical applications cen­ 
ter. 
Romney thought weapons pro­ 
ducing energy equal to 3 kilotons 
(3000 tons) of TNT fall within a 
“range which would be undetecta­ 
ble with our seismology." 
Ruina testified that a cheater 
would have to drop to the one 
kiloton range to be sure (rf avoid­ 
ing detection. He said a few U.S. 
seismic stations have picked up 
tests as low as two kilotons.
